Rev. B. R. Allabough was officially con- 
nected with the Society from its organiza- 
tion in 1881 until April, 191 a. viz : Mem- 
ber of Board of Managers P. S. A. D.— 
1881— 1912; Second Vice-President, 1881 — 
1886; Treasurer, 1889—1900; President, 
1900 — 1906; First Vice-President, 1906 — 
1908 ; again Treasurer, 1908 — 1911 ; thirty- 
one years of faithful and valuable service ; 
Trustee of the Home, 1902 — T910. 

Last Spring Rev. Allabough moved to 
Cleveland, Ohio, the headquarters of his 
mission work among the deaf. Conse- 
quently he was forced to 'sever bis official 
connection with the Society after thirty- 
one years of continuous senrice. 



His resignation was accepted with great 
regret and with the recommendation that 
at this Annual Meeting the Society adopt 
a minute- of appreciation of his faithful 
services. 

Rev. C. O. Dantzer was appointed to fill 
the vacancy canted by Rev. Allabough's 
resignation, for the unexpired term. 

Messrs. Joliu Hart, F. M. Germane, and 
Hugh B. Kastburn were unanimously 
elected ■ to succeed themselves as Trustees 
of tbe Home for another term of three 
years, beginning J uue 1st, 191 2, and end- 
ing May 31st, 1915. 

At its meeting held last June, the 
Board considered the advisability of ap- 
pointing a delegate to represent the So- 
ciety at the World's Congress ofthe Deaf, 
to be held in Paris, France, July 28th — 
August 4U1, in honor of the two hunclreilth 
sary of tbe birth of Abbe de l'Epee. 
While tbe Board desired to send a repre- 
sentative to Paris, it found that sufficient 
funds could not be raised within so short a 
time to meet tbe expense. 

Tbe Board adopted the following two 
amendments to the By-Laws which will be 
presented before the Society for ratifica- 
tion :

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT OP THB BOARD OP 
TRUSTEES OF THE HDM*. 

Ladies and Gentlemen: — The year just 
closed on the thirty-first of May marked 
the passing of the first decade in the his- 
tory of the Home. It is quite fitting that 
this should be the most successful year in 
its existence, and it ia a source of much 
gratification to be able to record the fact in 
presenting to you our customary annual 
report. 

It it not to be inferred, however, that 
the year haa been without caret, anxietiey 
and perplexing situations, or that we may 
now joyfully relax the long sustained 
fort that hat made the Home what it is. 
On the contrary, each succeeding year has 
brought with it increased reponsibilitics 
and greater demands to meet which larger 
and more consistent resources are needed. 
Not until we have an adequate endowment 
fund will this charity, so unique in type 
and purpose, be insure*!, and not until then 
may we feel that our task is in s measure 
completed. The small body of deaf 
people of the State, to whom the Home 
owes its existence, have borne in the broad 
and liberal spirit of true charity the larger 
burden of ita maintenance. Besides the 
usual support which they have accorded 
the Home from year to year, last summer 
Uiey made the futture contribution of over 
$1,700, as special offering, commemorative 
of the founding of the Pennsylvania 

for the Advancement of the Deaf 
thirty years ago. So meritoriously have 
they helped themselves that we now appeal 
to benevolent hearing persona to help 
them in establishing this much desired 
endowment fund, which at present 
amounts to only about six thousand dollars. 
The Treasurer's report, appearing on 
another page, shows receipts from all 
sources duriug tbe year to the amount 

expenditures for all purposes, 
balance in the general fond, 
$2,542.26; ia the endowment fund, $6,085.- 
90. The balance in the general fund is 
somewhat smaller than at the close of the 
preceding year. This is accounted foi 
part by the refunding of a considerable 
amount to an inmate who withdrew, and 
to the purchase of a supply of coal for the 

no wintei at a much earlier .1 
usual, in view of an impeinlis 
among the anthracites mini- 
receipts, though far from sufficient for 
needs, have been larger than ever before, 
and have enabled us to provide a new roof 
for the greater portiou of the boas, 
furnish accoi inu e oatiu t u for two more iu- 
matea, and to inc r ea s e the endowment fund 
to .the extent of $3,338.

Ladies and Gentlemen: — Allow 
me to congratulate you on the way 
you have started out on your work. I 
am sorry Mrs. Bates will not be able 
to stay and direct the work in per- 
son, but with the committee assign- 
ments made, and the characteristic 
Ohio way of doing things, I am con- 
fident that you will make good ar- 
rangements for the convention. 

I do not expect the Local Com- 
mittee to make extra ordinary ef- 
forts to entertain the Convention.

A reception at the beginning is 
desirable to enable members to meet 
and get acquainted. 

A banquet may be arranged for, 
but is not necessary. 

Other entertainments may be pro- 
vided if the Committee so desires, 
but should be informal, so visitors 
may attend or not as they prefer, 
and should be arranged so as not to 
interfere with the business of the 
Convention. I prefer to make this 
a business convention, and entertain 
ments secondary. All the evenings 
most not be filled with outside at 
tractions, but at least two or three 
left for business. 

According to the Constitution and 
By Laws as adopted at Norfolk 
contracts outside of entertainments 
are subject to the approval of the 
President. This means that con- 
tracts for badges, photographs, and 
printing programme should be sub- 
mitted to me before closing.

Deaf-mutes are the most talka- 
tive persons in the world and their 
sign language system is the most 
practical known as a medium for 
universal expression, according to 
the Rev. Ferdinand A. Moeller, of 
the Holy Name Cathedral, who has 
just returned from Paris, whither he 
went as a delegate to the Inter- 
national Congress of the Deaf. The 
convention assembled in the French 
capital July 31st, to commemorate 
the 200th anniversary of the birth 
of the Abbe de l'Kpee the originator 
of the deaf-mute language and 
schools. Father Moelller watches 
the interests of the Catholic deaf in 
Chicago. 

" Imagine if you can an assemblage 
of 600 deaf-mutes gathered in a 
giant convention to discuss their 
peculiar interests," said Father 
Moeller to a reporter for The Daily 
AVi/.s' to-day. ** That most success- 
ful convention would have been im- 
possible had not the sign language 
lent itself effectively as a universal 
medium of expression. It is more 
practical than either Esperanto or 
Volapuk for it is entirely natural. 
I was one of the few delegates to 
the congress who were not deaf- 
mutes. 

MANY NATIONS UNDERSTAND HIM. 

" I addressed the assemblarge in 
the sign language, avoiding the 
spelling of words as much as pos- 
sible, and the representatives of a 
score of nations understood me 
perfectly. With a few changes the 
sign language could be made into 
the perfect medium for communica- 
tion between men of different 
nationalities. 

" A bitter fight took place on the 
floor of the congress between the 
advocates of the sign language and 
oral systems of instruction for deaf- 
mutes," continued Father Moeller. 
M After long contention the con- 
gress cast a vote favoring a 
combination of the two methods. 
The deaf-mutes do not want the 
oral methods exclusively. To 
force them to drop the use of their 
sign language would be a cruolty. 
It is their easiest and most natural 
mode of expression and they return 
to it at every opportunity. 

"The deaf-mutes love to 'talk' 
and care little for the company of 
others than those who are alike 
handicapped by deafness and can 
talk to them in the sign language. 
It was proved at this big con- 
vention that affliction is a stronger 
bond than either race or nationa- 
lity." 

TKLLS OP CHICAGO'S AID. 

" I told the congress that Mrs. 
Philip R. Gormley, of Chicago, bad 
donated valuable property at the 
northeast, comer of West 11th and 
May Streets to be used as a site for 
a social center for the deaf-mutes of 
this city. Chicago is to set the pace 

in ehto moot important move). Tfie 

building is to contain a chape), 
assemly halls, gymnasium, library, 
club rooms, Inllartl tables and 
bowling alleys, and all the other 
conveniences of a well appointed 
club. 

" We will have dances there, too. 
You know, the deaf-mute can feel 
music and dances extremely well. 
He loves company and is extremely 
conversational. For this reason a 
center of this kind will be a boon 
to the deaf in Chicago. 

" Action also was taken at the 
congress to strive for the elimination 
of the unjust discrimination which 
is exercised against the deaf-mute. 
Though he often is more efficent in 
occupations where hearing and 
speaking are not essential, he is 
barred because of his affliction. 
The civil service requirements 
exclude him and the immigration 
authorities bar him as a ' defective.' 
He doesn't get a square deal in 
these respects. Intermarriage l>e- 
tween deaf-mutes I have found pro- 
duces exceptionally bright children 
and I have never seen such a ohild 
afflicted with deafness. What the 
effect might l»e upon the thiid or 
fourth generation, however, I am at 
a loss to know." — Chicago NVtrs, 
Aug. SO. 



Thirty million dollars' worth of 
American automobiles found markets 
aboard last year, against less than i 
million dollars' worth ten years ago. 
Figures just completed by the Divi- 
sion of Statistics of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
show that the exports of automobiles 
to foreign countries in the fiscal year 
1 91 2 were valved at ai% million 
dollars, aud of parts thereof, includ- 
ing tires, 6% million dollars. If to 
this were added the shipments to 
Hawaii and Porto Rico, we get for 
the year's sales of American automo- 
biles outside of continental United 
States a round 30 million dollars, 
since the value of automobiles and 
parts thereof sent to Porto Rice was 
nearly 1 million dollars and to the 
Hawaiian Islands a little over 1 mil- 
lion dollars. The total number of 
machines exported to foreign conn- 
tries was 21,757, valued at $21,550,- 
139, averaging slightly less than 
$1,000 each; while those to the 
noncontiguous territory were higher, 
averaging $1 ,600 each. 

The export price of American au- 
tomobile in 1912 averaged less than 
in any earlier year in the history of 
the export trade. The average for 
1912, dividing the total number of 
machines exported into stated value, 
was $990 each, (against $1,000 in 
19", $1,380 in 1910, $1,700 in 1909, 
and $1,880 in 1908. 

On the import side, the automo- 
biles imported last year amounted to 
but about 2 million dollars in value, 
against more than 4 million in 1907. 
The average import value of the au- 
tomobiles brought into the country 
last year was $2,216 each, against 
$2,138 in 1911, $1,936 in 1910, $1,- 
788 in 1909, and $2,392 in 1908. 
Thus the export price of American 
machines has fallen from $1,880 in 
1908 to $990 in 1912, while the im- 
port price of f reign automobiles en- 
tering the country has only fallen 
from $2,392 in 1908 to $3,216 in 
1912, the reduction in price on the 
export side being 47 % , and on the 
import side but 8%. 

Even the remarable growth in the 
exports in of American automobiles 
noted above has not kept pace with 
the growth in production at home, 
since the census of 1900 showed the 
value of automobiles manufactured 
in the United States in 1899 at $4,- 
748,000 while that of 1910 showed 
$249,202,000 as the value manufac- 
tured in 1909. The wages paid in 
the automobile industry, as shown 
by the Census report, aggregated 
$1,321,000 in 1899 and $48,694,000 
in 1909; the capital employed in the 
industry in 1899, $5,7699,000 and in 
I 9°9. $173,837,000; and the number 
of wage earners employed, in 1899, 
2,241, and in 1909, 75,721. 

English-speaking people are the 
chief purchasers of American au- 
tomobiles. Of the 21,757 exported 
in 1912, 6,288 went to Canada, 5,- 
716 to the United Kingdom, and 3.- 
625 to Australia and New Zealand; 
the next largest number, 1,611, 
being credited to South America, 
while European countries other than 
the United Kingdom took 2,296. 

Of the 063 automobiles imported 
1 into the country in the fiscal year 
km?, 401 were from France, 188 
horn the United Kingdom, 131 from 
Italy, 116 from Germany, and 127 
from all other countries.

The committee on nominations 
recommended either Bittsburg or 
Shamokin for next year's ooaven- 
tion. The Board of Managers will 
name the meeting place later, the 
majority of the members being in 
favor of Pittsburg on account of the 
next convention of the N. A. I)., 
held in Cleveland next year, at 
about the same time. 

The Statistician of the Society, 
Mr. R. M. Ziegler, presented the 
following report : 

I have just begnn to collect 
statistics of the deaf of Pennsyl- 
vania and hope that I shall give a 
more Complete report next year. 

In 1890, the Society met in Pitts- 
burg, and among the resolutions 
passed was one authorizing the 
Board of Managers to establish a 
" Bureau of Statistics for Pennsyl- 
vania, which shall collect, arrange 
and record all possible information 
concerning the whereabout!, occu- 
pations, and circumstances of the 
deaf of Pennsylvania." (Nothing 
was done to carry this resolution 
into effect). 

In 1804, tbe Society met in Phila 
delphia and by resolution requested 
the Secretary '* to keep a tecord of 
statistics of the deaf in regard to 
their occupations, history, and time 
spent in school." 

Several years ago, the Society 
authorized the President to appoint 

an of^tc/a/ Statistician for the Society. 
Last year, President Reider urged 
me to go ahead and collect and 
arrange statistics of members of 
the Society. Two or three tables 
which appear in the annual report 
of the Board of Managers show that 
I have begun a systematic inquiry 
into the collecting of statistic*. 

According to the report of the 
State Board of Public Charities, 
there are eighty regular Alms 
Houses in this Slate, of which forly- 
flve are County Institutions and 
thirty- five local or district poor 
houses. 

Nearly all of the County Insti- 
tutions each have the avei 
number of % — deaf-mute people. Of 
the eit'htv poor houses, each has 
the average number of one — deaf- 
mute. 

Tbe following table will give yon 
some idea of how many deaf-mute 
people live in the various alms 
bouses of this Stale :
